Liturgy may be considered by most of us as a distant subject which the semin- 
arian takes in his Theological course, something which will become just another 
study in his curriculym in the far distant future. But the definition of Liturgy 
in itself, viz: “The forms of prayer, acts and ceremonics used in the public and 
official worship of the church, principally in the offering of the Bucharistic 
Sacrifice, the singin of the Divine Office and the administration of the Sacra- 
ments and the use thereof," refers to all, priests, seminarians, and laymen be- 
cause we are all together one body with Christ as the head, and we should all 
participate in the offerings end ceremonies of the church, thet we may share in 
the graces bestowed because of that unions 


We will write briefly about the core of Liturgy, "The Sacrifice of the Mass" 
and its center,the Consecration. We consider the Consceration of the Mass as the 
center of all life. Grace radiates from the Consecration through the minor parts 
of the Mass and shines into our lives, whether we be students, doctors, lawyers, 
shoemakers or coalminers !!! 


One may ask How he can fulfil more fully his obligation of receiving the 
radiant graces of the Consecration. It can be done by umiting yourself with the 
Mass, becoming one with Christ. This can only be dene by understanding the mean- 
ing of each particular Mass of the Liturgical Year which one is comoffering with 


the priest, and also wmderstanding the essence of the lass itself. 


Most of us come to Mass on Sunday because we feel that we are bound under 
pain of mortal sin. If we would make en effort to wunderstend the Mass, reading 
in our missals the short summary explaining the mesning of the Mass on that pare 
ticular day, we would more easily nut ourselves in a position for receiving the 
graces radiating from the Consecration. Bach Sunday in the Liturgical Year is a 
pearl in the life of Our Lord. shen ell are linked together, they form a beauti- 
ful and strong necklace. 


The essence of the Mass itself is centered on the Consecration, the center 
from which, remember, radiates all graces for every walk of life. Why? Because 
with the Consecration we have come to the threshold of the Hicly of Holies, that 
most holy moment, in which Jesus Christ will come down upon the altar. The Parts 
before the Consecration are petitions that God may come to us; in the after part 
it is adoration. Past, present and future aro united in the Consecration. Now the 
work of redemotion is accomplished. Christ Himself is the priest of the Sacri- 
fice; the human priest retires into the background. Christ is the Great Cele- 
brant. The human priest is only the visible instrument. 

Christ is really and truly present among us under the veil of the Eucharistic 
appearances. We have become one with Him. The Mystical Body of Christ of which 
we are a part is enlivendd by tho Eucharistic Christ. The Divine High Priest, the 
human priest as mediator, the narticipating peovle are bound together in a most 
intimate vnione ; 


Thus it is that by understanding this Solemn part of the Mass and linking it 


with the knowledge of each particular Sunday, we shall share and share fully in 
those graces imparted by God for every walk of life. 


With this one phase of Liturgy, the Consecration of the Mass, we cam under- 
stand how we too participate in the fruits, end can better understand that all 
Liturgy is meant for all people in thet oneness of nature, the Mystical Body of
